Tool hire firm boss tells how he saw up 
to £lm of his stock go up in flames

THE owner of a family tool hire business has 
spoken of his devastation after watching £1 m 
worth of stock burn to the ground. 

The main warehouse of Gem Tool Hire & 
Sales Ltd in Banbury was caught up in a fire 
that started in neighbouring business, Oak 
Cash and Carry. 

Almost 100 firefighters from Oxfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire, Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire battled the blaze from 
about 8.30pm on Friday. 

A fire service chief said the blaze could have 
been a lot worse, with the tool hire firm's ware¬ 
house yard containing dozens of explosive gas 
canisters. 

Police installed a 200-metre cordon around 
the warehouse and closed Beaumont Road on 
Friday. 

Over the weekend small explosions, 
thought to be from aerosol cans, lighter fluid 
and beer kegs, were still being heard coming 
from the cash and carry. Fireworks also 
appeared to be involved. 

On Sunday, a 25-metre cordon remained in 
place as fire crews started their investigation. 

The cause was accidental, the fire service 
has said. It carried out an initial investigation 
into the blaze, and determined that it started in 
the roof. 

Rewley Road station manager and investiga¬ 
tion officer David Bray said: "There were four 
people in there at the time of the locking up at 
8pm and nothing was occurring in there that 
would have had people high up in the roof." 

Mr Bray said there were a "couple of theo¬ 
ries" about the cause of the blaze, but said the 
fire service was waiting for the police to gather 
CCTV footage from the area and from forensic 
investigators for the insurance companies 
before making a final determination. 

Gem Tool Hire & Sales Ltd managing direc¬ 
tor Stephen Moore raced to the scene after a 
colleague phoned to say the cash and carry 


was on fire. He watched as the blaze spread to 
the main warehouse of the company his father, 
Gordon Moore, had founded. 

Mr Moore, who has worked for the firm for 
30 years, said: "My father started this business 
in 1979. To see this lot go up in flames is dev¬ 
astating. 

"I stood there watching it, with the flames 


licking over, thinking 'are these guys going to 
be able to hold it back?"' 

Mr Moore said the 6,000sq ft warehouse 
contained between £750,000 and £1m worth 
of stock and equipment and was "completely 
totalled" by the fire. 

The company's nearby office block is still

Oxfam fraud 
court date 

■ OXON: The former head of 
counter-fraud at Oxfam in 
Oxford will appear at the Old 
Bailey next month charged 
with stealing from the charity. 

Edward McKenzie-Green, 
of The Leys, Chipping Norton, 
is accused of taking 
£62,857.58 and a laptop in 
2011 . 

The 34-year-old, who 
denies fraud by abuse of 
position and theft by 
employee in July, will appear 
at the Central Criminal Court 
in London on January 20, 
with his trial due to start on 
March 10. 

His father Edward Green, 
61, from Cumbernauld, 
Glasgow, who has denied 
laundering £35,571.75 of the 
proceeds of fraud, is also due 
to appear on the same dates.

intact and a new warehouse, three doors 
away from the burnt-out former space, has 
been saved. 

Over the weekend, employees of the 
firm were transferring what was left of 
their stock - machinery stored outside - 
into the new warehouse. 

The fire also took out the company's 
main computer system, which staff also 
tried to re-establish over the weekend. 

Mr Moore, from Banbury, said: "The 
whole business has come to a grinding 
halt - at least until we get the computer 
system working. We are going to continue 
to trade once we get the phone lines up 
and running." 

Gem Tool Hire & Sales Ltd employs 33 
staff - Mr Moore said their jobs were not 
at risk - and has a turnover of about 
£1.5m. 

As well as the main warehouse, it has 
satellite units in Bicester and in Rugby, 
Warwickshire. 

No-one was in the warehouse or cash 
and carry at the time of the fire. 

Station manager Chris Wilson at the scene of the fire in Beaumont Road, Banbury Neighbouring pet store, Pets at Home, 


had to be evacuated by the fire service 
due to smoke-logging, and the animals 
were returned on Sunday morning. 

Station manager Chris Wilson, of 
Oxfordshire Fire Service, said: "I was on 
the scene within a couple of minutes of 
the call and at that early stage the smoke 
and flames issuing from the building's roof 
were 50ft or 60ft into the air, causing a 
large smoke plume to descend over 
Banbury." 

He said there was a "real clear risk" that 
the fire, which he said reached tempera¬ 
tures of 15,000°C, could have spread to 
neighbouring properties, adding: "On a 
scale of magnitude, this could have been 
10 times as bad if the fire developed in the 
way we hoped it would not - if it became 
uncontrolled." 

Firefighters remained at the scene until 
Monday, making the area safe. 

Over the weekend they dismantled 
external walls, some of which had already 
collapsed, and used water in "massive" 
quantities to cool down the site. 

No-one was available from Oak Cash 
and Carry to comment.

DASHING through Banbury and 
laughing all the way, hundreds of 
people dressed as Father Christmas 
for the town's annual Santa Fun 
Run.

Russia after being bailed 


Greenpeace activist 
tells of missing home 
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Phil Ball in St Petersburg

HE SPENT two months confined in 
a Russian prison cell without being 
able to speak to his family and liv¬ 
ing off "wallpaper paste" porridge. 

But while Greenpeace activist 
Phil Ball has been released on bail 
from the jail in Murmansk, the 42- 
year-old from Chipping Norton is 
facing Christmas away from his 
loved ones. 

Speaking to the Banbury Cake 
from a hotel in St Petersburg, Mr 
Ball, who was the last of the British 
Greenpeace activitsts to be granted 
bail on November 22, spoke of the 
"depressing" time behind bars. 

And he has said how much he 
misses life in West Oxfordshire 
along with his partner and three 
children. 

Mr Ball, who is a cameraman, 
said: "Just having some extra 
amount of freedom and not being 
locked up for 23 hours a day is 
quite dramatic. 

"It was pretty grim. For the first 
week-and-a-half there wasn't one 
mouthful of food that I ate that did¬ 
n't cause me to gag. 

"The level of support I was get¬ 
ting kept me going. I was getting

letters from friends and family, from 
people down the street and from 
people I have never met. 

"We would be woken up at 
about 6am, but my phone and 
watch were taken from me. We 
would get this porridge which was 
more like wallpaper paste, and the 
lights were on for 24 hours a day. 

"For exercise we were taken to 
this yard which was like a big cattle 
shed divided into pens with a 
caged roof, which was very grim." 

Mr Ball, who grew up in 
Chipping Norton and attended The 
Marlborough School in Woodstock, 
was detained in September with 29 
other Greenpeace activists after the 
Russian authorities boarded their 
ship the Arctic Sunrise in the 
Barents Sea. 

The Russian soldiers came on 
board after four Greenpeace mem¬ 
bers tried to board a Russian oil 
platform to prevent it from drilling. 

Earlier this month the so-called 
'Arctic 30' - who face charges of 
hooliganism - were granted bail 


and are now living in a hotel in St 
Petersburg while they await their 
next court date. 

Mr Ball, who lives in Milton- 
under-Wychwood, said that since 
leaving prison he had been in 
touch with his partner and their 
three children by Skype, but said he 
wanted to keep them out of the 
media spotlight. 

He said: "The top of my chil¬ 
dren's Christmas list is daddy, 
which brought quite a lump to my 
throat. 

"The main thing I missed was the 
contact with my family. It was real¬ 
ly awful. I have never been away 
from my family for that long before. 
I miss walks in the fields near my 
home and mucking about with my 
children in the river. 

"It is a lovely area and that is 
where my roots are. I am very keen 
to get back home and spend time 
with my family. 

"I'm so grateful for the massive 
level of support from local people 
who have helped my family while I 
have been away, from cooking 
meals for them to helping out 
around the house." 


Woman 
guilty of 
rail track 
danger 

A WOMAN who parked her 
car on the Sandy Lane rail 
crossing in Yarnton has 
pleaded guilty to endangering 
safety on the railways. 

Heather Bister, of Austin 
Drive, Banbury, appeared at 
Oxford Crown Court on 
Friday and admitted 
committing the offence on 
Tuesday, November 12, at 
about 4.40pm. 

Rachel Drake, prosecuting, 
told Judge Mary Jane Mowat 
that the case would have to 
be adjourned for eight weeks 
so reports could be prepared 
ahead of her sentencing. 

The 43-year-old was 
released on conditional bail 
and told not to drive, not to 
enter any rail infrastructure, 
and to be accompanied by an 
adult or her 16-year-old 
daughter when leaving her 
home address. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service said following the 
crash that Bister had to be 
cut from the wreckage and 
was then taken to Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital. 

The train was the 2.45pm 
from Bournemouth to 
Manchester and there were 
90 customers and staff on 
board, none of who sustained 
injuries 

Bister will be sentenced at 
on January 31. 


Man is jailed over 
sale of jewellery 


HANDLING around £2,000 
worth of stolen jewellery has 
landed a Banbury man with 
an eight-month prison 
sentence. 

Sean Colee, 24, of William 
Close, pleaded guilty to 
handling stolen goods on 
August 12 last year following 
a break-in in Oxford. 

The burglary was carried 
out by Adam Sherry, who 
was sentenced to 18 months 
in prison earlier this year. 

Matthew Turner, 
prosecuting, said Colee and 
the burglar sold the 
jewellery, which contained 
pieces of "high and 
sentimental value", to a man 
in Leamington Spa for 


£1,000. Judge Patrick Eccles 
told the 24-year-old 
defendant the goods had 
been stolen from a retired 
woman with Alzheimer's, 
who could not now 
remember what had 
happened to her jewellery, 
which has never been 
recovered. 

Claire Fraser, defending, 
told the judge her client felt 
"genuine remorse". 

But Judge Eccles said he 
suspected the defendant was 
more sorry about his own 
situation. 

He sentenced Colee to 
eight months in prison and 
told him to pay a £100 
victims' surcharge.

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■ Man is arrested on suspicion of dealing drugs after house bust 


Suspected cannabis 
seized in police raid

A MAN has been arrested on suspicion of dealing 
drugs after police raided his home in Banbury. 

Officers used a battering ram to break in the door 
of the house in Lidsey Road just after 10.30am on 
Friday. 

Fourteen police officers were involved in the raid. 

All rooms in the three-bedroom house were 
searched and a "fairly large" quantity of suspected 
cannabis was seized by police, along with drugs 
paraphernalia including scales. 

Two cars parked outside were also searched but 
nothing was found in either vehicle. 

A 42-year-old man was arrested on suspicion of 
possession with intent to supply cannabis. 

Fie was led away in handcuffs and taken to 
Banbury police station for questioning. 

Two other people were in the property at the time 
but neither was arrested. 

Sgt Katrina Hibbert said: "It's a positive result. 

"We have obviously found a quantity of drugs at 
the address so we have stopped a suspected drug 
dealer and acted upon information that has been 
given to us." 

Thames Valley Police has not yet provided a street 
value for the drugs seized.

Scrap metal 
trial ending

The men, from Milton 
Road, Adderbury, and 
Bloxham Road, Bloxham, 
deny disguising, converting or 
concealing criminal property 
between last year.

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■ Glasses show what happens when you drink-and-drive 



THE DANGERS of drink-driving will be plain 
to see for people in Banbury who try out 
"beer goggles" designed to distort your vision 
like drunkenness. 

Oxfordshire County Council's Fire and 
Rescue Service is urging shoppers to try out 
the special glasses so they think twice about 
getting behind the wheel after too many 
drinks. 

Shoppers at Wheatley's Asda store last 
Thursday were offered the chance to put on 
the glasses and walk along a white line. 

Little Milton Primary School teaching assis¬ 
tant Diane Austin told Banbury Cake she 
would not drink and drive after trying them. 

She said: "It is very strange and disorientat¬ 
ing. People ought to try them on and have a 
go." 

Road safety officer Wendy Jennings said the 
goggles were first tried out in the summer to 
deter drink-driving in the barbecue season. 

She said: "It just gives them the idea of what 
drink can actually do to you. You feel happy 
but you don't realise what it is doing to your 
vision." 

Shoppers were also asked to guess how 
many units were in a range of drinks.

Firefighter Jon Moulder said most were 
aware of the dangers of drink-driving, but 
added: "It's over the course of having one and 
moving to having two or three drinks and they 
don't realise the effect it is having on them." 

The drink-driving campaign stall will be at 
Banbury's Castle Quay Shopping Centre from 
2pm to 4.30pm today. 

Last year, two people were killed and 84 
injured due to drink-driving on the county's 
roads, compared to eight deaths in 2000. 

Twelve people were seriously injured last 
year compared to 44 injuries in 2000. 

Mick Clarke, Oxfordshire County Council's 
Fire and Rescue Service's Road Safety 
Manager, added: "Alcohol has a significant 
effect on drivers' ability to react quickly and 
judge road conditions. 

"The goggles and walking in a straight line 
scenario we will be encouraging shoppers to 
take part in is a demonstration of how relative¬ 
ly simple tasks can become difficult if a per¬ 
son is simulated to be under the influence of 
alcohol."

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Baldry won't rule 
out taking pay rise 

BANBURY MP Sir Tony Baldry has refused to answer 
whether he would accept an 11 per cent pay rise 
recommended by a parliamentary watchdog. 

The Independent Parliamentary Standards Authority 
(IPSA) has outlined a proposal for MPs to receive an 11 
per cent rise in their salaries, taking them from £66,396 to 
£74,000 from 2015. 

But many politicians - including Defence Secretary 
Phillip Hammond and Chief Secretary to the Treasury 
Danny Alexander - have rejected 
the rise. 

Four of the six MPs 
representing Oxfordshire 
constituencies have expressed 
disappointment that the proposed 
rise is so high, but only one, 

Andrew Smith in Oxford East, has 
pledged to give the increase away 
to charity if it is approved. 

Sir Tony, pictured , would not 
comment on what he would do 
with the increase. 

But he did say: "The Government made it clear in the 
consultation that in their view IPSA should take into 
account overall public service pay and restraint when 
addressing the issue of MPs' pay. I think it is clear from 
comments made by the Prime Minister and others that the 
Government are disappointed that it has not done so. 

"During my time in the House of Commons, MPs have 
tried having their pay linked to a particular grade in the 
civil service and that did not work. 

"The rises do not come into effect until after the next 
General Election and there will be a further statutory 
review by IPSA after the election." 

IPSA was set up largely as a response to the 
parliamentary expenses scandal of 2009 and in 2010 it 
was also given responsibility for setting the level of MPs' 
salaries.

■ Authority to make huge savings over four years 


Council budget 
is cut by £64m 


CUTS of £64m over four years have 
been unveiled at County Hall that 
will hit services for adult social care 
and children with special needs 
among others. 

Oxfordshire County Council will cut 
£7.1 m from adult social care, £11.2m 
from environmental services - including 
a review of subsidised public transport - 
and more than £6m from children's serv¬ 
ices. And the only reason the cuts in 
adult social care were not even higher 
was because of a £1 Om one-off windfall 
from Government. 

The council also aims to increase 
council tax by 1.99 per cent in 2014/15 
and 2015/16, and by three per cent in 
the following two years. 

Cuts in the environment and economy 
department will include a saving of 
£3.2m from a review of subsidised and 
free transport, and £1.3 of cuts to gener¬ 
al maintenance work, including verge¬ 
trimming and sign-cleaning. 

The children's services department 
will have its budget for people with 
learning difficulties cut by £1.3m and

money will also be saved by putting the 
county music service into a trust, saving 
£362,000 a year, and by slimming down 
the attendance service to save £200,000. 

The libraries budget will be cut by 
£250,000 including a £50,000 annual 
cut in the book budget, but none are 
expected to close, and funding to arts 
organisations like the Mill Arts Centre in 
Banbury will be cut. 

County council leader Ian Hudspeth 
said: "I think it is a very unfortunate situ¬ 
ation we find ourselves in with a reduc¬ 
tion in funding, but we all know that we 
have got to reduce the deficit. 

"We are a rural county so we try to be 
as fair and equitable as possible right 
across the county to assist people, so in 
the past perhaps there have been some 
services that have been more than statu¬ 
tory, but we have really had to look at it. 

"It is about providing a good service 
that people value, providing it efficiently 
and with value for money."

All 44 children's 
centres are safe 


CHILDREN'S centres in 
Oxfordshire will stay open 
despite a £3m cut in their 
budget, county council leader 
Ian Hudspeth has claimed. 

Mr Hudspeth said he wanted 
to keep all 44 centres open - 
including ones in Banbury and 
Bloxham - and said the strong 
public feeling against proposed 
closures was part of the reason. 

He said he and his 
colleagues had listened to 
residents, and that views aired 
at Talking Oxfordshire 
consultation events had been 
taken on board, particularly 
when it came to children's 
centres. 

He said: "The whole idea of 
Talking Oxfordshire was going 
out to talk to residents. We had 
six roadshows across the 
county, over 1,000 people 
attended, we have had 400 
responses to that conversation. 

"Obviously one of the big 
concerns was children's 
centres. 

"We looked at it and we said 
how can we create a system 
where actually we can save as 
many children's centres (as 
possible) and actually I don't 
envisage any closures at all. 

"What I want to do is work 
with everybody to provide a 


service and still have a very 
challenging task of a £3m 
saving." 

He added: "It is not about 
running it into the ground. It is 
about working with the 
community, working with the 
children's centres." 

The potential closure of 
children's centres became the 
single biggest issue discussed at 
the consultation events. 

Parents, children's centre 
staff and supporters all joined 
protests and signed petitions 
against a policy they feared 
would see 37 of the centres 
closed for good. 

Oxfordshire's MPs also 
weighed into the debate, with 
even the Prime Minister David 
Cameron urging the council to 
protect services in his Witney 
constituency. 

The council said closure was 
not set in stone, but the idea 
came to light when staff were 
briefed about the possibility 
cuts would be too severe for 
the centres to survive. 

Mr Hudspeth said the saving 
of £3m proposed in children's 
centres' budgets would not 
come for several years, and the 
delay would give finance 
bosses the chance to crunch 
the numbers.

THE HOBBIT: THE DESOLATION 
OF SMAUG (I2A, 161 minutes) 

A LMOST 10 years ago to the 
day, Peter Jackson was 
preparing to unveil The Lord 
Of The Rings: The Return Of The 
King, the concluding chapter of his 
ambitious Tolkien trilogy, to UK 
audiences. 

The third film subsequently won 
alii 1 Academy Awards for which it 
was nominated and became the first 
fantasy film and only the second 
sequel to claim the top prize of Best 
Picture. 

This new trilogy, adapted from 
Tolkien's The Hobbit, has not fared 
quite so well. 

The filmmaker's decision to shoot 
the prequels in high-definition 3D at 
the higher rate of 48 frames per 
second, compared to the usual 24 
frames, has divided audiences and 
critics, allowing us to see the 
stitching on costumes and the 
intricacy of the prosthetics in 
startlingly minute detail. 

The second instalment, The 
Desolation Of Smaug, picks up 
where An Unexpected Journey 
concluded. 

Plucky hobbit Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman), wise wizard 
Gandalf The Grey (Sir Ian McKellen) 
and the company of dwarves led by 
Thorin Oakenshield (Richard 


Armitage) continue their perilous 
quest to reclaim their lost gold from 
the dragon Smaug (voiced by 
Benedict Cumberbatch) in his lair. 

The adventurers encounter a 
shape-shifter called Beorn (Mikael 
Persbrandt) and a nest of giant 
spiders, guaranteed to make skin 
crawl and have arachnophobes 
quivering in their seats. 

Gandalf discovers the identity of 
the necromancer, who has been 
wreaking havoc in Dol Guldur, and 
when ores storm Mirkwood, the 
elves led by King Thranduil (Lee 
Pace) and his son Legolas (Orlando 
Bloom) marshal their forces to repel 
the invaders. 

Meanwhile, Bilbo and the 
dwarves - Bifur (William Kircher), 
Bofur (James Nesbitt), Bombur 
(Stephen Hunter), Balin (Ken Stott), 
Dwalin (Graham McTavish), Fili 
(Dean O'Gorman), Kili (Aidan

in Kia's new 4x4 


By David Duffy 


EVER felt the need to be able to 
carry six passengers? It might not 
happen often, but the flexibility that 
a seven-seater vehicle offers is an 
attractive prospect. 

So much so, that Kia has dropped 
its five-seater version of the full-size 
Sorento off-roader in favour of one 
with seven seats. 

Out too has gone the two-wheel- 
drive model and the 2.0-litre diesel 
engine, in favour of a punchier 194 
horsepower, 2.2-litre diesel, which 
drives either through a six-speed 
manual gearbox, or the company's 
slick six-speed automatic. 

But the Korean carmaker says that 
the changes that have been made to 
the engine actually make it more 
economical, efficient and less pol¬ 
luting than the smaller unit that it 
replaces. 

Other changes are much more 
obvious when you take to the road. 
A lower ride height, revised suspen¬ 
sion, steering and brakes all com¬ 
bine to give a more refined drive. It 
is also quieter than before. 

The Sorento is a seriously large 
vehicle, built for people who need 
either the ability to tow up to two 
tonnes, or go properly off-road — or 
both. With prices starting at 
£26,500, the Sorento sits on a re¬ 
engineered chassis that gives boosts 
to safety, driving dynamics and 


refinement, while an upgrade to the 
interior has lifted both quality and 
standard equipment. 

The clear advance in ride refine¬ 
ment is also reflected in enhance¬ 
ments to the interior, where leather 
is used to trim the steering wheel 
and gearshifts of every model and 
chrome garnish is applied around 
the cabin. 

All versions, apart from the entry- 
level model, also have ambient 
lighting in the front centre console 
and door trims, and every model has 
practical door sill scuff plates. 

Safety systems are up there with 
the best, ranging from anti-lock 
brakes and electronic stability con¬ 
trol to hill-start assist control, six 
airbags and active front headrests 
that minimise whiplash injuries.
